Under  the  efficient  management  of 
our  school  superintendent,  and  pains 
taking  committee,  the  educational  in- 
terest of  the  town  have  teen  well 
looked  lo. 

Many  yean  ago  the  boys  and  girls 
of  Cohasset  went  lo  ihe  academy,  of 
which  the  town  ihen  boasted. 

Mr.  Jacob  r  lint  was  then  principal, 
and  the  school  was  considered  one  of 
superior  advantages. 

The  quarter  ending  June  18,  1803, 
had  twent /-six  names  upon  the  acade- 
my regisler.

Mr.  John  Collamore,  olie  of  the 
sterling  old  men  of  Boston,  died  on 
Sunday  at  his  residence.  No.  1 15 
Beacon  street.  Mr.  Collamore,  who 
was  one  ol  the  large  nmily  of  Col. 
John  Collamore  of  West  Sciiuatc, 
bom  Aug.  13.  iSo2,  and  was  con- 
sequently 81  years  and  8  months  old. 
When  a  youth  he  eame  l£ihjs  city 
and  entcied  mercantile  ltie,  and  when 
cars  old  he  became  a  mem- 
ber of  the  crockery  importing  Louse 
of  Churchul,  Collamore  &  Co.,  then 
located  at  the  comer  of  Washington 
and  Franklin  streets.  Later,  on  Mr. 
Churchill's  retirement,  the  firm  be- 
came John  Collamore  &  Co.,  and 
inued  for  many  years.  In  1859 
Mr.  Collamore  retired  Irom  business 
and  with  his  brother  Ebcn  (who  died 
last  month)  and  #ith  their  families, 
made  an  extended  tour  of  tho  world, 
which  continued  five  or  six  years.
